AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL RESIDENTS FROM YOUR LOCAL CONTY COUNCILLOR 
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Dear Resident, 


The County Council some 12 zonths ago agrecc with the Parich Council 
to jotntiy prorote o by-law prohibiting dag vouling on the Village 
Green and Education Cports Field/Playground. However, I have 

recentiy been intormed that the County Solicitor has now advised that 
this will cot be pensible and that the Scheol land cannot be 
protected by this nevi Dy-iaw. I ae deeply concerned at this change 
of advice and in colaboration with the Chairwen of tae Parish Council 
and Schanl Sovernors, I am arranging to meet Senior Officers of the 
County Couneild to try to solve this particular issue. We ount 
adequate's aratecc aur children from diseares which can result from 
doss fouling their olay ereas. 


The County Counc!) has recently approved a new strategy to be 
implemented over the next fe years for the County Faras Estate which 
is let to appraximatiey 900 tenants. The new strategy cncouraces 
tenants *:0 find alternative sources of income threugh growing new — & 
crops, diversification and deveioprent of current opportunities. 
Also, where pessihble, when tenancies become vacant to increase the 
size of individual holdings to achieve greater viability and to 
encourage youne entrants into furring.: An emphasis will be put on 
extending recreational cpportunities for the general public, 
enhancing the landccape and support for wiidlife. This stratesy will 
be supported by tne Ceuntryside Comission, the EEC and the Ministry 
of Agricuiture, Food and Fisheries. 


The Soria! Services Department have recsantly approved re-organisation 
which enables tne service to be managed on 4 more locai basis, the 
County wil) be divided into 19 area teams with increased access 
poirts in towns and villages throughout the County. This will give
